WASHINGTON—Are Pentagon "whiz kids” de­ 
faulting on a promise by the late President Ken­ 
nedy that the United States will carry on a “com­ 
prehensiv e, aggressive and continuing” program 
to nuclear arms development? 
A leading Congressional ex pert. Rep. Craig 
H o m er (R.-Calif.), say s they are. And Budget 
Bureau figures appear to hear him out. 
Almo st three y ears ago. in Moscow, U.S. en- 
to y s signed a treaty prohibiting atniosnheric nu­ 
clear tests. Several military fig- 
qren, ineluding Generals Bernard 
Bthrlev er 
and Thomas 
White, 
deno unced the pact, insisting it 
wo uld greatly hinder the develop­ 
ment to new weapons sy stems. 
Ackno wledging the risks in­ 
herent in the treaty , President 
Ko medy assured Congress that a 
"co mprehensiv e, aggressive and 
co ntinuing undergro und nuclear 
to et pro gram” wo uld 
be Initiated. He also promised 
the "maintenance of modern nuclear laboratory 
facilities** for to e research and development of 
new weapo ns.

That was 19 63. Rep. Hosmer believes Admin* 
to hatlo n officials are largely Ignoring the assur­ 
ances given to Congress by Kennedy , ‘im plem en­ 
tatio n o f the safeguards which started haltingly 
li fiecal 19 64, and at best, were continued for a 
fo w y ears statically , are now showing signs of a 
filtering future,” he say s.

Administration officials have slashed by $14 
million funds for research and development at the 
nation’s three nuclear weapons laboratories — Los 
Alamos.

As far back as 
fiscal '64, the budget provided $312.4 million for 
the laboratories. This has been reduced, in three 
y ears, to $29 8.5 million.

warns, “it will lead to a total paraly sis of dev elo p­ 
ments in U.S. weapons technology .” 
Pro gress by 
the Soviets in the anti-missile 
field can "swiftly 
negate an unimproved U.S. nuclear

During fiscal '64. the Administration spent 
$162.2 million maintaining the readiness to resume 
atmospheric testing in the event it is req uired.

If we are to main­ 
tain a capability at all, it must be for undelay ed 
response with meaningful weapons tests that will 
demonstrate our readiness not only to test and pro­ 
gress — but also will show that our weapons for 
offense and defense, are. indeed, most modem.”

The commonest form 
is caused by the pneumococcus 
with viral pneumonia running

dose second Pneumonia may al­ 
so be caused by tularemia, parrot 
fever, tuberculosis, plague, many 
fungus diseases and by accident­ 
ally inhaling food or other foreign 
bodies (aspmation pneumonia). 


Pneumonia doe« not cause pain 
in the chest but may lead to 
pleurisy , which does. How long a 
pleurisy can last is subject to 
many imponderables 


Q—My niece is in her seventh 
month of pregnancy . She writes 
that she is jaundiced and must 
stay in bed. Can « he or her baby 
be saved? 


A—The jaudire may be due to 
infectious hepatitis (coming at an 
inopportune time) or acute y el- 
ow atrophy of the liver (a rare 
but serious condition associated 
with pregnancy ). In either cast, 
this should be treated as an em er­ 
gency by a skilled obstetrician 


Q — Does smoking aggravate 
glaucoma? Should on* who has 
had an operation for glaucoma 
stop smoking’’ 


A—Smoking would not have any 
effect on y our glaucoma but y ou 
can find plenty of other reasons 
fo r giv ing up the habit.

They don’t want to have to deal 
with the problems they left be­ 
hind. nor to spend money to meet 
them ” 
It is indeed a strange twist 
that, at the moment the cities 
have become 
the 
greatest re­ 
positories of trouble in the nation, 
a permanent decline in their po­ 
litical influence may have begun. 
Half of the country 's 30 largest 
cities lost population in the 1950- 
BO decade, including 8 of the first 


recorded. 
’ITiough 
the 
United 
States population is three-fourths 
urbanized, less than 50 per cent 
of the people live in cities o f 
100.000 or more. 
When the 19 70 census is taken, 
most urbanized Americans will 
be living in the suburbs, not the 
core cities. And the gap will grow, 
say the population ex perts. 


As core city votes decline in 
number, either absolutely or rel­ 
atively , so will the power of big 
city 
may ors 
shrink. 
Suburban 
delegations to state and national 
legislatures will be the certain 
“rulers of tomorrow,” observes 
one political scholar. 
Nevertheless, 
t h e 
immense 
problems 
of 
the 
core 
cities— 
many of them now entangled with 
the racial struggle—have a dur­ 
able look to them. One official 
attending the American Assembly 
argued that state legislators will 
not carve out a bigger role for 
themselves unless they dig into 
these difficulties. 
Since the suburbanites who soon 
may run the show seem disin­ 
clined, this official contends that 
governors, though jealous of their 
own often hobbled authority , must 
push the changing legislatures in­ 
to action on the problems of the 
central cities. 
The alternative is plain. Wash­ 
ington will handle them. A top 
ex ecutive aide here already has 
on his desk a tome as thick as 
a telephone book, listing all the 
federal-city programs which large­ 
ly by -pass state authority . The 
total is growing. 
The political power of the cities 
may well drop off sharply , but 
their problems are too acute for 
the nation to ignore. 
If the states—better equipped 
legally to deal with the suburb 
city relationship—do not tackle 
these matters in a big w ay . futility 
may be the conseq uence of mak­

Chinese Commu nists, who 
had fou nded their party in 19 21, were o rdered 
b y the Kremlin to join the Ku omintang. 
Su n sent his y ou ng chief-of-staff, Chiang 
Kai-shek , to Moscow to stu dy the Red Army . 
Su n died in 19 25, his dream of a renewed, 
reu nited China u nrealized. In 19 26 , Chiang 
lau nched his su ccessfu l Northern Ex pedition 
against the warlords. Then, alarmed at the 
growing influ ence of the Commu nists, he took 
the decisiv e step of his career. 
In April 19 27, his troops seized the Red 
stronghold of Shanghai, institu ting a reign of 
terror. Chiang, now v irtu al dictator, purg ed 


the Reds from the party and the major cities. 
Among the hard-pressed Commu nists, the 
v oice of one man b egan to carry weight. Con­ 
trary to Stalin’s directiv e to work throu gh the 
indu strial proletariat, which did not ex ist in 
China, Mao Tse-tu ng 
b e ga n organizing the 
peasants in sou th China, redistrib u ting the 
land and b u ilding b ases for a gu errilla army . 
In 1 93 1 , the Chinese Sov iet Repu b lic was pro­ 
claimed in Kiangsi prov ince, with Mao as head. 
Also in 1 93 1 , Japan b egan 
f o r gi ng its 
“Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere b y 
inv ading Manchu ria 
China cou ld do little 
more than appeal to the ineffectu al Leagu e of 
Nations. Bu t to Chiang. the Japanese were “a 
disease of the sk in” who cou ld wait; the real 
enemy was the Commu nists—a “disease of 
the heart”—whom he continu ed to smite. 
In 1 93 3 , he lau nched a major campaign 
a g a inst Kia ng si. Abo ut 80 ,0 0 0 
Red tro o ps 


b rok e ou t to b e gi n the 6 ,000-mile “Long 
March” to Yenan in the northwest. Only 
2 0 ,- 
000 of them finished it. 
A real sense of nationalism was b eginning 
to infect the Chinese. Increasing impatience 
at Chiang’s appeasement of the Japanese 
“dwarfs” and of his civ il war against the 
Commu nists cu lminated in the “Sian Incident’* 
in 19 3 6 . Chiang was ab du cted b y his own 
generals and released on his v erb al promise 
to form a u nited front with the Commu nists. 
The Nationalist-Commu nist alliance 
was 
short-liv ed, howev er. When war with Japan 
came the nex t y ear, b oth sides fou ght each 
other as mu ch as the inv ader. 
• Into this situ ation came the Americans with 
a war to win and b illions to do it, and fu ll of 
illu sions ab ou t China, commu nism and pea ce.
